"Spokesman Discusses 
Labor Union Function 



"The primary purpose of or- 
galilied labor liniona ia to de- 
velop a better life tor eTeryone, 
not only In the free world but for 
those behind the Iron Curtain," 
Floyd Black, a Kansas labor 
leader tald 'ICoiiday. 

BLACK, who is executive sec- 
retary-treaanrer of tbe Kanaas 
Federation of Labor (AFL-CIO), 
spoke to a p;roiip of commerce 
stadents and the Alpha Kappa 
Pal profeaaloul baatneM fra- 
ternity on the topic "Labor Ob- 
jectiTes and Aecomplishmenta." 

Black stated that the organi- 
zational structure of the APL- 
CIO was similar to the atructure 
of the t^eral and atnte gor«te- 
ments. The structures, accord- 
ing to Black, are relate^} in that 
the autonomy of the local unions 
' ^re much the same as the auto- 
nomy of each state.

Con- 
tracita are negotiated at the local 
levels and the national policies 
are established at a national 
convention," he said.

He asserted that it is more 
effective to discuss labor issues 
with a state representative, than 
for the national la.bog leaders to 
handle the issues. 

He stated that one of the 
measures which the AFL-CIO 
hopes to incorporate to alleviate 
the strain of unemployment Is 
the 35 hour work week. "This 
shorter work week was unani- 
mously approved at the national 
AFL-CIO conference last year," 
he said. 

After his speech, jBlack an- 
swered questlOBs from tho audi- 
ence concerning, currant and fu- 
ture prohiems of labor nnlons.

"Students should be better in- 
formed about the civil rights bill 
that Is before Congress," said 

John Buzenberg, guest panelist 
at Monday's Four O'Clock 
Fomm, 

nrZKXnERG and Marlon 
Karr, who attended a recent 
student conference on civil rights 
in Washington, D.C., discussed 
the bill at the Forum with regu- 
lar panelists Paul Dugas, in- 
structor of speech, and Sher- 
wood Huneryager, assistant pro- 
f( ssor of commerce. 

Buzenberg gave an outline of 
the seven provisions In the bill. 

"PROVISION one outlaws lit- 
eracy tests and poll taxes as re- 
quirements for voting." Bnsen- 
berg Bald. 

Provision two outlaws discrim- 
ination In public accommoda- 
tions; provision three provides 
for integrated schools, and pro- 
vision four provides for ;i > otn- 
raunity relations service. Pro- 
vision five extends the civil 
rights commission. 

Provision six eliminates dis- 
crimination In projeots financed 
by the federal government and 
provision seven otttlaws discrim- 
ination In employment.

rights measures, 

"The Senate Appropriations 
Coibimlttee, which consists of 
two southerners, two RepublT- 
cans, and a Democrat from West 
Virginia, denied appropriations 
for 11 of the 19 additional law- 
yers the late President Kennedy 
wanted for the civil rights com- 
mission," Dugas said, 

"It 'would apprar that these 
senators voted on partisan 
terms In providing lawyers for a 
commission that has far fewer 
legal aides than other federal 
comraissions," Dugas said. 

KARR pointed out that the 
civil rtghU bill is a bipartisan 
measure, ndth both political 
parties supporting its adoption. 

Huneryager said that he 
thought that Negroes need a 
more effective lobbying group In 
Washington to support the bill's 
adoption. 

A PIMBUSTKR by Southern 
Senators will hurt the bill, ac- 
cording to Buzenberg. 

"Many people think that there 
will be some bloodshed while the 
fflflnitt«nni to going on,*' 



enberp said. There probably will 
be demonstrations and riots in 
some Southern cities during this 
time/' h9 added.

Author Explains New Book

Dr. Earle Davis, head of K- 
State's department ot English, 
la author ot the recently puti- 
lished "The Flint and the 
Flame.'* 

"FROM the flint sparked the 
flathe," said Davis. "ThU book 
is an attempt to show how 
Dickens w^ut^■,*' The title was 
adapted from a Shakespeare quo- 
tation. 

Davis completed the book 
after IS years intermittent 
work. He explained . that one 
cannot stop and start whilp 
writing a book. An author must 
have time to develop a continu- 
ous, flowing story. 

UirKRNS* work is something 
students should have an oppor- 
tunity to enjoy, aoeordlng to 
Savls. "It contains comedy, ad- 



venture, melodrama and tragedy. 
Almost pvpryone likes Dickens 
for different reasons," he said. 

In Davis' own words, "This 
study of Dickens presents the 
novelist as a conscientious artist 
who used evfry availablt' liter- 
ary device to increase the effec- 
tiveness of hta novels." 

i».lVIS, whose study of Dick- 
ens began in high school, dis- 
liked the anthor at first. He 
believes that Dickens' early 
works presented ideas which 
later led to clear conclusions. 

"Dickens prraente many char- 
acters and plots which are or- 
ganised to relate to a central 
purpose," Davis said. "A sym- 
bolic ideal was attached to his 
purpose." 

Critical opinions of Victorian 
society eventually erolrod In 



Dlckena' work, according to 
Davis. This flame, which orig- 
inated with a flint, was kindled 
and "Is still alight and Maslng." 

•THE FUNT and the Flame" 
is a critical and biographical 
study that Is of value not only 
to Dickens' scholars but is good 
reading for anybody," according 
to Peggy Oreen <tf the Topeka 
Daily Capital. 

Davis Is author ot two volumes 
of poetry. "An American in 
Sicily" and "Masquerade." He 
wrote "Readings tor Ontslon ", 
naed In English CompoaltloB I 
classes at K-State, and co- 
authored "Readings for Enjoy- 
ment." 

Davis OOHIuthored the latter 
book with Prof. William C. Hum- 
mel, English department. 



"K-State' has been a part of 
my life for the last 12 yeara — 
as player, student and coach," 
he said. 

"My association with Dong 
Weaver (KBU head eoaeh) and 
other staff members has been 
the most pleasant relationship 
I have over had," Taylor Wtded.

CN1VER8ITV officials an- 
nounced today that a charge of 
fiO cents a car will he In effect 
at both of the University's most- 
usied parking areas — the Sta- 
dium Lot, west of Memorial Sta- 
dium, and Hilltop Lot, one-half 
block nofth of Ahearn Fleld- 
honae. 

The parking charge will Mt 
be in effect for tonight's game 
with Denver University. 

OFFICIAl^H explained that the 
Student Union parking lot would 
not be Included in the fee lota 
for two reasons. 1) Controlled 
parking would interfere with 
Union activities occuring during 
the i^unes.

Badger stated that approval ot 
the bill wonld not hinder the 
K-^tete program but that it 
would Improve the department. 

The bill called for a raise 
from |27 to |60 a month tor ad- 
vanced students. 

Badger also stated that Presi- 
dent James McCain would defi- 
nitely consider a two-year optlOft 
pending state legislation. A re- 
vamping of the program takes 
time and evc;n in the event of 
congressional approval of a new 
bill, state law would have to he 
changed. 

Hy the time state laws could 
be modified, the fall program of 
1964 would already he Incorpo- 
rated. "It's anybody's guess 
whether or not the *64 fall se- 
mester win come under a new 
bill," Badger said.

Farm balldtns eonstniction 
students are getitn^ practical 
application' of tkeir claasroom 
learning, according to Paul N. 
Steveiupttt, associate WM>Cemor of 
^'■^ fttrm mechanics. 

THE STUDBlfTS are preeeiitiy 
studying concrete worlt and are 
planning and building sidewalks 
and steps west of the field house. 

"Skills the students have been 
ttvdylng in the clasiroom ure 
put into actual practice In a 
project such as this," stated 
Stevenson. "They can see why 
the rules they have learned have 
to be followed to get the very 
best remilts." 

PLrANNING the work to be 
done is the first thing the stu> 
dents do. Next they will lay out 
the lines and build the forms 
for the concrete. When the 
forms are finished they must 
mix, place, flush and cure the 
concrete to get the highest qual- 
ity product possible that will 
Stand up under continued ttte. 

This course is deelirned pri- 
marily for students in Agricul- 
tural Education who are plan- 
Bing to become Toeatlmial agrt- 
eulture teachers.

Anlong 
his prized photos Is that of a 
bear weighing 1200 pounds, 
which he later dlsoovwred was 
"Big Brownie," the blggMt be«r 
In Wyoming. 

Alth6«i4i WiDolf otton ellmbs 
alone, many times be meets 
other climbers on the peaks. 

"The cUmben who aometlmee 
get Into trouble are boys trying 
to impress their girlfriends," he 
said laughingly. 

Woolf has often ramped and 
climbed with Dr. Wilson Tripp 
and his family. Dr. Tripp is a 
professor of mechanical engi- 
neering. 

OB. tVOOIiF.. has cUmhed 
mountains in New Mexico, Colo- 
rado, Wyoming Mid Japan. He 
nsnally sticks to traU climbing, 
or walking up ir mmintalii, but 
he does do some roek elfmhing 
using pitons and ropes.

The director's salaiy 
and some utilities are paid from 
University appropriations. The 
Union Is, in fact, a business eor- 
pwatiofn i;i»pported mainly hy It* 
own resouroes and partly by st«- 
dent fees.

prepare for graduate work by 
enrolling In the National Sci- 
ence Foundation (NSF) Under- 
graduate J^esearch Participation 
Program, dttected-by M. F. Han- 
sen, KsState professor of sool- 
ogy. 

THE PROORAM is connected 

with parasitology which Is sup- 
ervised by Hansen; fisheries, 
supervised by Associate Profes- 
sor O. W. Tlemeler; and wild- 
life, supervised by Assistant Pro- 
fessor Robert Robel. It is dl- 
rneted toward giving t>e stu- 
dent a stimulus to take gndn- 
ate work. 

Hansen said that by the ex- 
perlCTce acquired In this pro- 
gram, a graduate course could 
be shortened by at least six 
months. 

OUTSTANDING undergradu- 
ate students may enroll in the 
program between their sopho- 
more and senior years. They will 
study with an established re- 
search team, which may consist 
of PhD candidates, for ten weeks 
during the summer.

Boilers, Pipe System 
Provide Campus Heat 



Approximately 8,000,000 cu- 
bic feet of natural gas and 
15,000 gallons of fuel oil are 
used each day to bmt the K- 
State cam pits. 

According to Randolph Olng- 
rich, physical plant administra- 
tor, the fuel is used to heat 2,- 
412,836 gross square feet In 59 
buildings on eampns. 

"OAS JS the main fuel used 
in boilers to produce steam," 
Oingrieh said. aleam. goes 
to two outlets," be added. 

Part of the steam is proCMsed 
by super heating it to 600 de- 
grees Fahrenheit under 225 
pounds of pressure. This steam 
is put In the beating pipe line 
at 90 pounds of pressure. It is 
used for sterillcing, cooking, and 
various other things. 

"The remainder of the steam 
pusses through generator units 
which prodiice electricity for the 
campus," Gingrich said. 

BTEAM is released from the 
tnrblns Into tbe eampui beat 
lines under five ponn^ of vres- 
sure. 

* According to Gingrich, the 

steam transmitted to the build- 
ings on campus is condensed to 



water in radiators. This con- 
densation produces heat. 

"The condensed steam is col- 
lected by pumps in each build- 
ing and is pumped back to the 
power plant. At the power plant 
It Is fetnmed to a boiler and tbe 
process begtaa acatn," Gtegrleb 
said.

of California recently, in which two faculty 
members, a writer-editor, an attorney, and a 
dean participated. Professor of political sci- 
ence and novelist, Eugene Burdick, opened the 
dtecttssion by stating his tkree reasons why he 
opposes censor^lp in any fbrm: 1) there is 
little or no evidence that pornography has any 
effect on sexual promiscuity; 2) the potential 
censors would create a situation that is worse 
than what we have now; and 3) it is even pos- 
sible that pornography may be good in that it 
has a cathartle (fNiriljrlttt) effect 

PAtJIt KBASSNEB, editor of the "Bealiit" 
and a contributing editor of Playboy men's 
magazine, noted that when one does have to 
quote person who's used obscene language, 
there are two alternatives: use the first and 
last letters of the obscene word, or use aster- 
isks. **But," he continued, "doing this, we may 
have raised a whole geaeration of ooUega sla- 
dents who are excited by asterisks."

By TRUDY WILHON 
Border Collies with an In- 
born Instinct to herd, mental 
alertness and a pleasant person- 
ality are yalnable to shepherds, 
according to Doyne Lenhard, 
head herdsman a the K-State 
sheep ranch. 

WATCHING the Border OolUe 
herd sheep will eonrlnee anyone 

of the remarkable ability of this 
special breed of dog. £»ach day 
the Border Coiliee at the K- 

. State sheep ranch bring In the 
660 sheep by themselves. The 
collies are owned by Doyne and 
other employees at the ranch. 

Doyne, a graduate in animal 
husbandry from PnMne Univer- 
sity, began raising and nalng 
Border Collies five years ago 
while be operated a traveling 
shep shearing and dipping serv- 
ice la llUaols.

Usually the first six months 
of the dog's life ia spent tn train- 
ing — ^learning to follow com- 
mands, gathering and fetching 
the livestock.

These 
dogs aave a herdi^MUi^ time and 
effort.' Borde^ Colites have bsnsn 
known to run 25 to 30 mllaa a 
day tending the flock.

During 
Vet Oj>en House this tall Nell 
exhibited her skill hy herding a 

flock of ducks.

"FACTOKH which affect com- 
fort- Include dothlng, diet, air 
movement, sex, age, basal me- 
tabolic rate, season, day, activity, 
temperature, humidity, area 
volume, and adaptation," ex* 
plained Dr. Rohles, who came to 
K-^tate Nov. l. 

"It is usually j^oaaible to con- 
trol only a few of these factors,

Congress Convenes Again; 
Major Matters Still Waiting

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THE 881 H ( O^UKEHH convened for itB 
Becond session yesterday, just eight days 
after tlie adjournment of a session which 
has been termed the most unproductive in 
the nation's blstoiy. 

Despite tbe length of last ^rear's iettlon, 
this two moet oontroT«r8i«l and probahly 
most significant pieces Of legislation 
brought before Congress fn 1963 — the civil 
rights bill and the tax cut bill — are StUl 
awaiting consideration. 

THK TAX CUT has been approved by the 
House, but has never found its way to tlie 
Senate floor. The oivil rights biU is still 
in the House, awaiting Rules Committee 
hearings, which are scheduled to begin to- 
morrow. There will be no Senate considera- 
tion until the House acts. 

There can be no doubt that last year's 
performance damaged Congress conslder- 
aWjr in the eye of the public. The questions 
ai^: Why is Congress unahle to bring ma- 
jor bills to the floor? and What can be done 
to femedy the situation? 

THE ANH WlilH to the first question seems 
to lie in tiie seniority system and the Stfnc- 
ture and procedure of committees. 

The chairmen of several key Congres- 
sional committees are presently able to tie 
up important bills almost indefinitely by 
refusing even to schedule hearings on them. 

A POSSIBLE SOUmOU, and we think 

a plausible one, has been suggested by Sen. 
Clifford ("ase, lt-N..r. 

He proposes that deadlines bo set for 
committee consideration of major bills and 
that the role of absolute seniority in ap- 
Iiolntment of committees, and especially in 
selection of chairmen, be re-examined. 

NO IKDIVIBUAL or small group of in- 
dividuals should have the power to prevent 
losislation from reaching the flooi. Major 
bills should he del)ated on tlieir merits, and 
approved or disapproved. They should not 
be allowed to die in committee. 

We do not suggest that Presidential pro- 
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posals should reoelTe automatlo Api^rovid 
by Congress. Under no cdreumstonees 
should the legislative branch become a rob- 
ber stamp for the executive. 

IT IS OBVIOUS, however, that a con- 
tinuation of Congress' apparent inability to 
cope with national problems will damage 
its enectiveness and force the executive 
branch to assume an ever-lAcneaslns role 
in the foftttulalton joC pil^

His thinkins emerged in amazing 
clarity in the totally frank interview on the Meet 
the Press program. We know there Is a limitation 
to what a man can say in such a queBtiOS-Wld- 
answer period. Nev.ertbelesii, we see enough here 
to spell out the Goldwater philosophy. He le- 
mained wholly consistent with statements of the 
past. But this was an s vowed oandidate for the 
White House siieuking, not a senator from Arizona. 

THR NATIOlf can survive mistakes of policy 
jndpment in the domestic field. It can live with 
some errors ol judgment — and we have had them 
through the years — In the foi^ign field. But we 
wonder: Would there be any chance to move to- 
ward the elusive goal of world peace, should Sen-' 
uior Qoldwatcr's thinking become the nation's 
policy. We doubt that there would .he. Indeed, 
we fear that the inrh-by-lnch gains of the pMt 
few years would be rolled back. 

No single stroke of leaderahip, no single stand 
by the US. Is going to aohieve peace. World «n- 
d(>rstandlng — the lessening of tensions - comes 
pauifully. Ever since World War II we have lived

Ing with new crises. We fear that it will continue 
thus in the lifetime of the present generation. 
Nevertheless, the long judgment shows that some 
progress toward pe^oe has been made— ago niiing 
progress though it has been. And emphatically, wo 
do not believe that working toward peace is ap-

Fake Bomber Threatens KU

"As a result of this situation," 
Karanjia said, "Indian news- 
papers contain but 20 pages at 
most. Thin scarcity of newsprint 
Is a direct result of India's 
shortage of foreign exchange." 

HE HAID THK iu>wspapers 
submit to the rationing because 
it Is the national Interest. In 
addition, the foreign exchange 
disadvantage makes it difficult 
tor Indian newspapers to obtain 
presses or other back-shop 
equipment. 

Part of the reason for JCsran- 
jla's study of mechanical engi- 
neering rather than journaiiam 
stems from the fact that the 
lower echelons of India's jour- 
nalists are poorly rewarded for 
their work. 

ANOTH^ reason is that the 
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government there rafnses to 

authorize foreign exchange ex- 
l^Ddltnres for students to study 
abroad In fields cither than an- 
gineretng. selenee, or bnidaMa 

administration. 

"There are no actual schools 

of Journalism In India as you 
know them here. Although, 
within the last couple of years 
some jonmallsm cenrsM have 
been taught at Delhi and Nag- 
pur, most editors are lawyers 
and other pTofesilonal men or 
university graduates in the 
arts," Karanjia explained. 

TBB TDfEft of India, a lead- 
ing Indian dally, was character- 
ised by the Bombay native as 
similar in scope to the New 
York Times. The perceptive 
young Indian considers both 
Journals as the "newspapers of 
record" In their respective na- 
tions. 

Although the Tlmei, the In- 
dian Express, and the Hindnstan 
Times and the statesman, are 
dailies published in various 
places about the country, other 
publications, snch as weekly po- 
litical sheets,- gain substantial 
circulations. 

INDIAN advertising ,1s not so 

blatant as the American brand. 
The government is one of the 
biggest advertising cvstomeni, 

explaining in ads siirh matters 
as birth control, a change in the 
monetary system and new pub- 
lic works, Karanjia said. 

He noted that radio in India 
it nationalised and news cover- 
age for it is apathetic and non- 
interpretive because of the lack 
of competition. The average In- 
dian likes bis newspaper, Karan- 
jia feels, as evidenced by the 
numerous letters-to-the-editor 
found in its pages.

I can only Ima- 
gine the effect it is having at 
home, but I know how It has af- 
fected the people of Costa Rlea. 

JOHN F. KENNEDY had a 
special place in the hearts of the 
people of Ooela Rlea for Mvenl 
reasons. 

There was more than Just re- 
spect for a President with these 
people. Last March, J. F. K. 
visited San Jose, the capitol of 
CoBta Rica, for a meeting with 
the presidents of aU the Central 
American nations. While here, 
he visited the University o? 
Costa Rica jwbere he sppke to 
and met with the citinns of 
Costa Rlea. 

ONB OF THE first things I 
have been asked by many of my 
friends here is whether I have 
met the President or seen him. 
They are quite proud to tell me 
that, while I have never even 
seen him, they have heard htm 
speak and, in some cases, even 
Shook bands with him. One of 
my host brothers, who Is a stu- 
dent at the University, showed 
me a copy of the speech Presi- 
dent Kennedy gave there. 

One of the wmi-sleeping vol- 
canoa near San Jose, Volcan 
Irasu, woke up the day before 
President Kennedy arrived to 
begin a long vigil of shownrlng 
the capitol with ashes, nioni^ 
the people hate the irritating 
ashes, they always point out 
that it happened when J. F. K.

The people of Costa Rica 
really loved President Kennedy. 
They felt he belonged to them 
as much as to the people ot the 
U.S., poriiaps even. more. 

ONE WEIjIj'HDUOATiai' man 
here told me this: 

"What an awful thing! When 
President Kennedy was here, he 

went out in the streets and 
shook hands with the common, 
everyday people of Costa Rica 
and nothing happened. We did- 
n't want to Hurt him. But in 
your country, in his own coun- 
try, a person of the United States 
kmed him. It's awtuU"

An experiment on patterns of 
breathing was presented Thurs- 
day afternoon to a coltoquiuin 
of graduate psychologists by 
Charles Snyder, graduate resi- 
dent assistant in psychology. 

The theme of the lecture was 
"An exploration of breathing 
patterns and their relations to 
activation, autokinesis. i n c i - 
dental peveeptton and mmitsi fll- 
nesa." 

Snyder haa been working the 
past two years 'with Dr. BJom 
Christiansen, a Norwegian psy- 
chologist, who conducted the ex- 
perlmenta at the lienninger 
Foundation la Topeka. 

"There are large differences 
in breathing patterns and it's 
possible these no^rhnents could 
be used in dtacnoslng Mid 
measuring the pro gr es s o( ptk" 
tients," Snyder said. 

THE EXPERIMEirra which 
Snyder and Christiansen carried 
out revealed that breathing 
could be measured from ware 
impulses on all parts of the 
body. They found that the amp- 
MC ^ i SW ^i v«spfegtl»i-«aMs-gi«» 
smaller as they progress away 
from the trunk of the body. 

Snyder said they used a psy- 
cho-physiological approach In 
their experiments which Inte- 
grates both the psychological 
and physiological funtlona of the 
individual. 

The testing was performed on 
a group ot the Menninger ataff 
psyeholoftots and on a group of 



patients. The staff members 
were the control group and the 
patients compoaed the Viable 
group, he aald.

group, the wave measurements 
were regular and fairly slow 
with a relatively high wave 
amplitude. From the patients 
we found the t}reathing patterns 
were more irregular, the waves 
had lower amplitude and the res-

College wrestling doesn't bave 
the falseness that the so-called 
TY wrestlers display. Instead, 
drtlece wreMliic Is built anmad 
aggressive but calculated moves 
that wit] enable one man to beat 
his opponent in nine minutes. 

O^APPLERS, as wrestlers are 
sometimes called, wlU tell you 
that wrestling Is a comforting 
yet exciting sport to watch. 
Watehlag a match, they feel, re- 
lieves bntltiiip teiiatoBa In a per- 
son . 

Hut, watching a match isn't 
easy or exciting to the person 

that knows aotklug abont 

wrestling. There are a few fun- 
damental things a person should 
know before attending one of 
the Wildcat matches. 

A MATCH consists ot three 
periods. In the first period, the 

wrestlers shake hands and be- 
gin the match from a standing 
position. 

The idea Is for one mail to 
take the other down by either 
an arUi drag, a leg trip, fire- 
man's carry, double leg dive or 
other maneuvers that are called 
takedowns. The first takedown 
is worth two points and each 
Buccessfve takedown is worth 
one point. 

"WK OONKll>BB the take- 
down the most important part of 
wrestling. If you can't take a 
man 4own you can't score any 
points," said Wlld«it Coach 
Fritz Knorr. 

"Probably the second most 
important part ot wrestling 
would be the escapes and re- 
versals," Knorr continued. £s- 
capinff from an opponent means 
that ttte defensive wrestler 
goes ttpm t1|e bottom position to 
a neutral position. An escape Is 
worth one point.

THAT ()U£STIQM 18s Which nation, the United States 
or Panama, has soreveign }urladlcUon over the 10-mUe 
wide Canal Zone? 

The Canal Treaty, signed by the U.S. and Panama 
Ffov. 18, ld03, granted to the United States In perpetuity 
the "use, occupation and control" of the zone for the "con- 
struction, maintenance, (^watlon, sa&llatioii, aaH pfo- 
teetion" of the canal. 

For this privilege, the U.S. paid Panama $10 million, 
and agreed to pay an additional $250,000 annually begin- 
^ug nine years after ratification of the treaty. 

FB01I THE I^TART there were disputes about the mean- 
ing of Article III of the Canal Treaty* which granted to 
the United States "aU the rights, power, and authority 
within the zone" which it woidid potitsa "if It were thA 
aoTereign of the territory." 

The Panamanians said the treaty guaranteed U.S. sov- 
ereignty only for the construction, maintenance, opera- 
tion, sanitation and protection of the canal, and they ob- 
jected to any U.S. actions which were not necessary for 
these purposes. 

Dispute Dates Back to 1904 

The first dispute occurred in 1904, when the U.S. opened 
the zone to commerce. A compromise was reached later 
that year, hut the underlying questlOB was not settled, 
m0t tbe diiv«iAe continued to flare up from time to time. 

Important concessions were made to Panama in a treaty 
signed in 19^6 and ratified by the U.S. Senate in 1939. 
The United States gave up its ri^ht to use Panamanian 
territory for the defense of the canal and accepted further 
limitations on its freedom of action in the zone. 

TUE CABiAL ANNUITY was increased to $430,000 to 
compensate tor the devaluation of U.S. currency, 

Panama co-operated in canal defense during World War 
II br 4l}owiAS th« UJlt. to establish air bases on Pana- 
manian soil, hut the Panamamlan Coiigress, intlueneed 
^ an outburst of nationalistic sentiment, insisted that the 

hases be abandoned after the war. 

In 1955 the U.S. again increased the canal annuity, 
this time to $1,930,000, and agreed to end business opera- 
tions in the zone which competed with Panamanian mer- 
ehants.

1 HE 1955 AOBSfiKEITT met Panama's principal de- 
mands, but nationalistic groups pressed for further 
changes in the status of the canal, especially after ^ypt 
seized the Suez Canal in 1956.

' First Flag Incident-t959 

The first flag incident occurred in November, 1959, 
when a bloody riot resulted from an effort by Panamanian

The United States later agpnted to the flying of tlae 
Pwmanian flag aezt to Old Qlov;, M ta 99i9tmim» 
I960, the two flags were raised tMe hy mA» «t a ilte 0n 
the extreme edge of the zone. 

The U.S. Embassy in Panama announced: "The United 
States is not relinquishing its rights of administration 
over the territory, but at the same time is paying respect 
|» a kNQg-8taading policy which states that Panama re- 
tains titidar aovereigntjr oter the Canal SSone.''

Aix>ut 80,000 Americans live in the Canal ^ne. Many 
of tkm have deep roots In Panama. Sons are second 
generation residents. 

They consider the zone their only home and, by implica- 
tion, American loU. Many of these individuals are 
fiercely opposed to concessions which would give Panama 
any control over the zone. 

Thess Americans were .turi^iiA ^»en Iht Paaimsitaft 
flag was raised over the zone. 

In 1961, Panamanian President Roberto Chiari took" his 
case to the late President K^aedir, ,who agit^ to "the 

flying of Panamanian flags in an appropriate way in the 

Canal Zone." 

ON OCT. 29, 1962, the Panamanian flag was raised 
alongside the American flag in front of the Canal Zone 
administration building in Balboa Heights. In January 
of lasi SPsar 11 was agreed that the Panamanian flag would 
be flown wherever tlie U.S. flai; was flown in the sone. 

Many U.S. oitisens in the zone felt their privileged posi- 
tion being whittled away by the flag concessions and 
Panamanian demands fOr equal job opportunity and pay. 

Flag at Schools Opposed 

Althottgh the Panamanian flag is now displayed at most 
public buildings In the zone, U.S. students have vigorously 

resisted efforts to extend this practice to the schools. 

Thus when Panamanian students hoisted their flag ouT- 
side the high school in Balboa Thursday, American stu- 
dents tore it down. The rioting started a few hours later. 

AS A RESULT, an estimated 27 persons, including 
three U.S. soldiers, were killed and some 250 others in- 
jured. Panama branded the rioting as American aggres- 
sion and hr<^e d||i|ps»stio relations with Washington. 

The GMilfal American natitm subsequently insisted on 
a "complete revision" of treaties binding the two govern- 
ments, including the 1903 ti eaty which grants the U.S. 
perpetual rights to Canal Zone use. 

Later the Panamanians demanded that the canal be 
either nationalized or taken over by an international 
agency. 

The United States is now faced with the difficult task 
of pacifying the Panamanians, protecting its. own inter- 
ests in the canal and satisfying the American residents 
of the Canal SSone.

A survey of residents of Good- 
now Hall has shown that the 
flndinKS of the recent study on 
smoking and health will do lit- 
tle or nothing to change the 
■moking babUa ot K-8t«to atn- 
denU. 

ALTHOUGH most students 
believed the findings to be tme, 
the majority of students Ques- 
tioned said tbe report would in- 
duce them only to "cnt down" 
on their smoking. 

A bine-ribbon acience panel 
took more than 8,000 studies 
over a 14 -month period and 
found that heavy cigarette smok- 
ing is the principal eanse ot 
j% . cancer of the lungs and tbe lar- 
ynjt and is a health hazard so 
grave aa to call for remedial ac- 
tion. ^ , 

THE r.AXEL also linked ciga- 
rette smoking to peptic ulcers, 
accidental deaths Aw to bono 



fires and to a reduction tn the 

size of babies horn to women 
who smoke during pregnancy. 

Tbe report said that in mose 
parts of the nation cigarette 
smoking contributes to chronic 
lung "ind bronchial ailments 
much more than does air* pollu- 
tion.

U.S. Can Give in Once More; 
Next Time It Must Face Facts

The Ibtoodshed In Pananm appears to have ended for 
the time being, but the basic tuestio» of CSa«i4'^0|ie 
sovereignty is still unresolved. 

AS W'E STATED yestei'day, the United States is now 
faced with the difficult tasit of pacifyiMg the Panamanians, 
protecting its own interests in the canal and satisfying 
the American residents of the Canal Zone. 

As Is usuaUy the case in foreign relations, there are no 
•asr unswers. All poastUe ooorees of action ooataia car- 
ta in Inherent dangers. The prohlen^ is one of choosing 
the coni'He with the fewest dangers. 

THE FIRST STEP in establishing some sort of policy 
is to examine the goals Of the United States in regard to 
the Panama Canal. 

. T^e most important of these goals is to retain control 
«f the canal for security eeasons. 'The waterway remains 
militMlty important to tSie UM., though mot so important 
as in earlier days. 

CO U PLED with the national security goal is the very 
real need of preventing tlie strategic canal from falling 
into the hands of Castro Communists. 

While protecting its interests in the canal, the U.S. must 
at (he same time find some way of saving face in the 
current dispute and sqmehoir manage to keep relations 
with other Otntral im# South American nations am a 
cordial basis. 

WITH DIPLOMATIC ties broken by Panama, it seems 
Obvious that the U.S. is going to have to make some sort 
of concessions to the Panamanians in opder to resolve the 
enrrent dispute. 

The question now Is: What sort of concessions can the 
United States make wiUumt 4of eating the natloi^ goiUs 
we spoke of earlier?

luBtty assured of providing. 

THE BASIC idesliMc^tOi the Senator advocates are in 
themselves highly commendable, and worthy of the dfi* 
terniined effort he has put forth to incorporate them. 

Success in politics however, is not treasured by noble 
efforts alone. It must combine i/rith a dear and deHnkble 
•^enpective of what te%«il for the p0o^ who are served. 

IiACK of this necessary peni|lective Is What wiil prevent 
Goldwater from reaching the White Home in iM4. 

His vision seemingly lacks the scope or depth which a 
person, seeking the office of president, should have in 
order tu render full competence and responsibility to that 
position. 

THE POLICIES of a president are primarily formulated 
for the welfare of this country. The establishment of 
these policies however, canaot be of any benefit if they 
adveraly affect our relations with other countries. 

This does not mean of course, that we should sacrifice 
our honest endeavors simply to appease another country. 
It does mean that the whole realm of influence, to which 
we are subject, should be carefully evaluated before en- 
acting any national or foreign policy. 



SENAtob OOLDWATEB seems to have an overwhelm- 
ing talent for violating the above principles. He has 
strongly proposed that the United States withdraw its sup- 
port from the United Nations, and has also advocated the 
serverance of relations with Russia. 

Warranted, the United States carries the burden of the 
,11^1^^ Nations expenses, but does this Justify withdrawal? 
I^i^nagt jperbaps, as effective as it could be at the p^went, 
iM^ k ta allU the only world assemblage where countries 
can peacefully seek sej^ement of thj^ir disputes. 

ANY HOPE for peace in this world, ultimately depends 
on the degree of understanding between the United States 
and Russia. It is this lack of understanding today, that is 
responsible for most of the hostilities which exist. Yet 
Goldwater. again laclcing vision, seeks isolation. 

A more recent declaration by the Senator wai^t that our 
long-range missile system was not dependable. If this is 
true, should the fact be broadcast publicly? It not only 
puts the United States in a compromising position with 
the Soviet Union, but it has decidely placed members of 
his own party in disagreement with him. 

IT 18 -NOT improbable, that when the GOP convention 
terminates next summer the Republicans will be repre- 
sented, not by Barry Goldwater, but by a man whose 
policies, both national and international, exhibit the for- 
slght suitable for the job. Who this man will be, remains 
to be known. — David Long

The brown spider is a nice 

laboratory animal according to 
Mi^. Kite. She explatead that 

It Is easy to feed and regniraa 
no free water. It either majin- 
factures water Itaelf or obtaSna 
it from the air or from its vic- 
tims. They can live several 
months without food, bat Mrs. 
Hlte feeds her brown apidera 
flies twice a week. 

Typical reaction in man fol- 
lowing a bite is necrosis (killed 
tissue) at the site of the bite. 
The patient may not be aware 
of being bitten for 2-3 hours, 
or may have an Immediate painr 
ful reaction. The affected tlisna 
gradually sloughs away. 

"The bite is usually not fatal," 
Mrs. Hite explained, "but it 
takes a long time to heal and 
treatment by a doctor and hos- 
pitalisation is nsnally repaired." 

"IN HOMES the brown spider 
Is usually found in stored cloth- 
ing, shoes, papers, and toys," 
Mrs. Hite cautioned. "Clothing 
should be properly aired before 
wearing, and care should be 
taken when rummaging around 
la old boxes stored aroand the 
hoase." 

Mrs. Hlte started work oa the 
brown spider in June» 1961. 
She was in Arkansas then, and 
many people around Fayette- 
TlUe had been bitten, dha 
started building her collection 
there and then moved her spi- 
ders to K-State la Jnae of 19<3, 
whero she will finish her work.

The metal parts are 
of steel and of tenzloy, a bard 
alloy of aluminnm wltli tlye 
times its strength.

The telescope mannfaetnrer

In the months after Sputnik I 
the optical business of Care's 
firm increased 60 per cent, as 
compared with only 25 per cent 
the previous year. 

Cave is a design engineer with 
bachelor's and master's degrees 

in design engineering from Cali- 
fornia universities. Dr. Russell 
Cave. Manhattan physician who 
retired last year after more than 
40 years of service, is his uncle.

Smoking Hazards Bad News JSmmm^^iBr^ 
To Millions with the Habit

ing or the tetfhitrsr. 

All these people, smokers and processora alike, 
muHt face up to a very unpleasant fact. The 
weight ol medical avldenoe potnta-lo a diflnlts.

pair health and flhorien life.

The inhalation of tobacco smoke has a nar- 
coMc effect in the sense that a real phsrsleal 
craving ensues. It is very dllflOVlt to break the 
sntokiiig habit and a gmt mahjr adiitta probably 
will never do so.

Til us it seems that an effective approach would 
be to concentrate anti-smokiog efforts on the 
young.

Can labeling, or 
instruction in the aehoOla, make an impression?

YKT ADVICRTIHl!f». particularly on television, 
often presents the smoker as the happy, adventur- 
ous young adult who finds romance and is a real 
man (or woman). Of covfHe this pitch has appeal 
to the young and is so intended.

INUONEBIAN Foreign Min- 
ister Subandrio hinted on the 
eve of Kennedy's arrival that 
the dispute over Malaysia, the 
new British Commonwealth fed- 
eration, might torce Indonesia to 
seek military ties with the Com- 
munists. 

The United States considers 
Malaysia a ttrong bulwark 
against the spread of commun- 
ism in the area.

He said the United States still 
feels the trouble in Panama "can 
be resolved, in the absence of 
vlolenoe, and with the restora- 
tion of relations and discussion 
of relations and discussion be- 
tween the two governments." 

Meanwhile, Panamanian For-

It is assumed that the student activity fee will be re- 
duced by approximately the same amount now apportioned 
to the i^hletic ^vutment. It also is supposed that the 

hew and separate fee for the athletic department will be 
nearly doubled in comparison with the department's pres- 
ent allocation from the Apportionment Board.

The latest edition of ^'Touchstone", the 
shident literary magazine, is being pUiced 
on sale again this weelc, having appeared 
somewhat briefly after Christmas vacation. 
It offers firm evidence that there is a con- 
siOenlble itmooat bf oreiltiTe talent on this 
campus. 

This leeue contains trorke hy various stu- 
dents in the mathmatlcs, art, architecture 

and English departments; and all of thesd 
pieces are in some way distinguished. 

Of the three short stories, perhaps the 
most polished prose is exhibited by C. W. E. 
Bigsby's "The Cage." An attribute common 
to all of the stories is a feeling of loneliness 
and disenchantment, ^f the fiailibw— as we 
say — of humao, beings to communicate. 

Mr. Bigsby develops this theme by telling 
the story of a girl receiving a first visit 
from a possible future brother-in-law while 
she is staying tit a 6h#ap hotel in a strange 
town. 

The ffrPs aiul the jroung man's ehar-^ 
acters are developed fully and Acooiomieany 

in a taut prose filled with significant de- 
tails. The only fault in the story seems to 
be in a certain fuzziness or lack of clarity 
about the activities and intentions of the 
mtssing suitor. One brieves in the char- 
acters in this room, but wonders about the 
world outside of it. 

Equally fine is James Angle's story "A 
Long Time Until Morning" which concerns 
two men in the "drying out" (drunk) ward 
of a hospital. The situation has its own 
natural interest, but 1^. Angle has his 
gr^test success in the way he suggests so 
much more than he says about What the 
protagonist's life has been before this night. 
The story's end. is hopeful and very deftly 
handled. 

>ancy Lar^en Sanders* "Isaac" is a story 
of a character, in which loneliness is cer- 
tainly the principal theme. Its setting is 
the most ordinary of these storlcA, but Urs. 
Sanders is able to achieve great poignancy 
by the way she selects and tWM oartaia 
physical details. 

Of the various poems the most interest- 



ing seemed to me those of H. John Sanders 
and Bernard R. McDonald. Mr. Sanderd 

has a vigor of imagination and an ability > 
to use words that make his "Observations '^ 
from a Scenic-car" an almost sensual ezr 
perlence. 

Mr, KcDonald shows an equal vitality in 
his ironic new version of the creation of 
the world and <tf man, which as a poem is 
made all the more effective by the meter 

he has chosen. 

This poem, by the way, serves as an in- 
troduction to the most witty and inventive 
piece in this volume, Mr. McDonald's own 
"dialogue in comedy-tragedy," which is an- 
other essay on man. 

The enlarged format of "Touchstone" is 
new with this issue, and seems particularly 
appropriate in providing a setting for the 
poems and the art work. The line drawings 
and photographic reproductions^ of the 
painti^ and sculptUFe contrast advan- 
tageously agaiitst the white expanse of the ^ 
page. 0^ 

In every respect this is a carefully pre- 
pared publication and reflects credit upon 
Its editors and contributors.

WASHINGTON— The Orgaai- 
satleii of Ameriimii States (OAS) 

meets today to consider Pana- 
manian charges that the United 
States committed anrasrion dar- 
ing last monUi's riott la the 
Canal Zone. 

Diplomatic sources said the 
OAS council probably would set 
up a committee to Investigate 
the charges brought by Panama 
after mediation efforts to settle 
the dispnte faUed. All mem- 
hers of the OAS were invited 
to the meeting except tlie United 
States and Panamn. 

I\ MAKING its charges, Pana- 
ma also asked that the peace- 
Jkeeping proTtolma of the Mu- 
tual Defense Treaty of Rio de 
Janeiro be Invoked. The treaty 
calls for economic and military 
sanctions against countries that 
have been found guilty of ag- 
gression. 

0\X¥ CSUiB out of the 21- 
member aattons was expected to 

abstain from the voting. It has 
indicated that It does not feel 
that the sttvatton Is ■erions 
enough to invoke yroffMoiis oC 
the Rio Treaty. 

The United States has de- 
clared that it will cooperate with 
any Investigation the OAS may 
decide to make , U.S. officials 
feel that any examination of the 
«ondaet of U.S. troops during 
the January riots Will show that 
tbey acted only to "protect life 
and property." 

PANAMA has indicated that if 
the OAS fails to act, the dispute 
over the vital waterway will he 
taken to the United Nations.

THK PROBATION minimum 
will be raised to 2.0 for all stu- 
dents from the present stand- 
ards of l.E for freshmen and 
sophomores and 1.7 tQT jnaion 
and seniors. 

Students will be dismissed If 
they tail to maintain a 1.6. ac- 
cumalatlTe grade average for SO 
to 80 hoars of work, a 1.75 aver- 
age for 60 to 90 hoars of work, 
or a 1.81 aTerage for onur 90 
hours of work. . 

PRESENT dismissal standards 
are 1.3 for freshmen, l.| for 
sophomores, 1.6 for Jnnlon, ai^ 
1.6 for seniors. 

Oh«ii^_fn aeademife ttand- 
ards wro being considered by the 
Faenlty Senate primarily be- 
cause li feels that by esUblish- 
Ing an academic standards eom- 

«ittee in each of the Colleges,

IT WAS no secret that dturing the jreaits 
of the Great Depression, Communism for 
many individuals seemed a promising solu- 
tion to this country's economic despair. 
ProgranlS to provide work for the masses 
of unemplosfed liibbrers were incorporated 
and Ideas from oommuniat trstned^ (M^anl- 
sers were willingly accepted. 

It was also during this period of the 
1920's and early 1930'8 that Russia aligned 
herself with the United States to ward off 
their oommon enemies, the Fascists and 
the Nazfs. 

HflfmrSS, In 1939 Stalin signia a non- 
aggression pact with Hltldf ahd thousaifdA 
of disillusioned party members' withdrew as 
a result of this betrayal. 

Many of these individuals, tainted with 
their early, but innocent, association with 
Communism, beoune the targets of Mc- 
Carthy's radical cleansing campaign. 

NOT KANY years after McCarthy had 
set the stage for ultra-patriotic thinking, 
other groups such as the John Birch Soci- 
ety, the Minute Men, the American Nazi 
Party and'mnny more radical-right organi- 
sations emerged to plague th^ j^Uc with 
their scare campaigns. 

The most publicised, and perhaps the best 
supported of these groups has been the 
John Birch Society founded by Robert 
Welch. Welch seemingly thrives on his 
AMnoidal patrtotitiiMirhiQA Jie.pe»St>dlcally 
i^Tsals by condemning everybodjr and 
everything from Fresldeilts to churches.
